Philadelphia, Sept. 23. Yoherday we received 
advice from the weftward, that on the 14th 
inftant there was a-fmart action near Fort Du 
Quefne, between fome of our troops, and the 
French and their Indians. The beft account we 
have yet received is as follows : 

Major Grant, with 838 men, marched from 
Loyal Hannon on the 1th in%. towards Fort 
Du Quetne, and continued his march till he ars 
rived within eight miles.of the fort. He march» 
ed with the greateft caution and beft difpofition 
inaginable fo far. Then he made a halt of 30 
hours, and fent an Officer, and fome Indians, 
to reconncitre the enemy. The Oificer lay ona 
hiil near the fort, and {aw a number of the In- 
dians crois the Ohio in canoes. Before he re- 
turned, Major Grant began his march again. 
Vhe Officer met him, and informed what he 
had difcovered: notwithfanding which, the 
\lajor proceeded within two miles of the fort, 
where he halted, and lett his bagzage under a 
yuard; and prepared to attack an encampment 
the nicht, that was fuppofed tobe near the 

uiude of the furt. Thay all put on white terta 
er their ctoaths, and were to attack tword ja 
hand; but whea they came to the tort, found 
none o.torit.

7 HE Peace of Refwick is acknowledged to 
have ftipulated advantages in favour of 
Holland, beyond any thing provided for En- 
gland, without whofe purie and strength King 
William bim(elf told his Parliament, it was im- 
poflible to put a {top to the ambition and great- 
nefs of France: And the Partition Treaty,which 
was {0 difagreeable to the Powers concerned in 
the Spanith iucceflion, as well as to the Britith 
Parliament, and intailed upon this nation that 
long and expenfive bloody war, in the reign of 
Queen Ann, was projected with this particular 
view; to form a bagrier in the Spanith Nether- 
lands for the fecurity of the United Provinces ; 
not a fingle advantage being thereby provided 
for Britain, that was devoted to fupply the 
unum necefarium tor its guaranty. The lreaty 
of Utrecht, which put an end to that war, will 
fupport the affertion, that a barrier for the 
Dutch was the great object of the Treaty of 
Partition. 

The unexpected refolution of Queen Ann's 
Council, to purfue the mealures eucered into 
for the fupport of this treaty againft the ambi- 
tion of France, drew trom the States a contei- 
fion, that nothing could prove more effectual 
for their prefervation, than a pertect unity, 
mutual confidence, and a vigorous reiolution to 
perievere in the meaiures taken, or that thould 
thenceforward be judged neceflary tor the good 
of the common caute. But England was no 
fooner prevailed upon to a¢t as principals ina 
war, that more immediately concerned the 
Dutch, than they returned to their wonted 
practices, to take all advantages ia trade and 
correfpondence with the enemy ; for tho’ the 
Parliament were induced, by the tormer conduct 
of their Dutch allies, to addiels her Majeity to 
engage her allies to join with her in prohibiting 
all intercourfe between the fubjects of her Ma- 
jelty and her allies; and to concert fuch me- 
thods with the States General, as might moit 
effectually fecure the trade of her fubjects and 
her allies; the Dutch diicovered their {elf-inte- 
reitednefs and ingratitude, by rejecting the pro- 
potal of the prohivition of commerce, &c. with 
France, though it was moit ttrenuouily urged to 
them by the £arl of Marlborough, as a necef- 
fary meafure to difable the enemy. 

it is true, the states declared Marlborough 
Generalillimo of their forces, and gave pubic 
orders to all their Generals, and other Officers, 
to obey him. But, when the Englith Com- 
mander in Chief had, a tew days atter, gained 
{uch advantage over the enemy as encouraged 
him to force the French to a decifive battie ; 
the Earl was ubliged to drop the opportunity, 
by the Dutch deputies retuling to confent to it, 
when his whole army was unger arms, and the 
enemy in no condition to give them battle. 
Which rettraint thews that the Earl's commif- 
fion did not leave their army at his command. 
And their Merchants openly and with defiance 
to our remonftrances, who had entered into 
this war for their fakes, carried on an illicit 
atid clandeitine commerce with the common 
enemy, during the whole war ; as fully appears 
by feveral Addrefles of both Houles of Parlia- 
ment. Thus, by furnifhing the French with 
arms and ammunition, naval itores and provi 
fions, they were gainers by the war, while we, 
out of an excefs of generotity, were plunging 
ourlelves into debts and difhculties, tor thei 
particular advantage. 

The like conduct of the Deputies of the State 
was notorious in the year 1705, when the Duke 
of Marlborough reprefenting that a fair oppor- 
tunity gilered tor putting an end to the war at 
once ; the Dutch held his hands, and would not 
permit him to give the decifive blow. Which, 
with several fuch like practices, greatly alarmed 
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this nation, and gave reafon to fufpect their 
fincerity, and to be jealous of their favouring 
the caufe of France. And, after all, when a 
treaty of peace was fet on foot at Gertruyden- 
bnrg, it plainly appeared, by their iniincerity, 
that the ruliny party in Holland were not fo 
weary of the war as their fubjects. ‘“ Their 
“ difingenuity, fays a reputable Writer, who 
“© was acquainted with thofe tranfaéctions, was 
“ alfo vilible ; when they propofed to hold con- 
*“ terences, which they had not fo much at 
“heart, as they would have had it believed. 
** The intereft of the Houle of Auitria ferved 
** to countenarice the ambition they had of 
“‘increaling their own power. They were for 
taking advantages of the trqubles of Europe, 
*€ to appropriate to themfelves the re of the 
** Low Countries; and thé whole trade of the 
* Welt Indies, that they might thereby be able 
** to give laws to Europe.” 

Should we explore the motives for their con- 
duct at every rupture with the enemies of the 
Proteftant religion and liberties of Europe fince 
that epocha, their neutralitics and partiality, 
with a little attention, wiil convince us, that 
they never aéted cordially with us; and that

joining with us againft the confederate powers 


in confequence of treaties; with this view, that 
while we fiould be engaged in a heavy, and 
perhaps a tedious war, they might be at liberty 
to purfue their trade in all parts of the world 
without interruption. 


In the fame manner, when our refentment of 
the Spanith depredations and interruption of 


our navigation brought on a war with France 
and Spain, the Dutch again refolved to puirfue 
the fame indifference for our fafety; fo that 
they could procure conditions to break in upon 
our trade, they were willing to rifque the liber- 
ty not only of Britain, but of their own country 
allo: for fhould ever the day come that this 
ifland muft fubmit to the Gallic yoke, Holland 
cannot expeét to refiit its power. 

With what views the Dutch not only refufe 
to take any part with us in the prefent war, 


when there is a much greater appearance of 


danger iti the caufe of rcligion and liberty on 
the Continent, than at their entrance into the 
grand contederacy, may be eafily conjectured 


envy our navigation and trade, which has in- 


creafed fo contiderably by our pofleitions in} 


America. This is reaion enough for their not 
joining againit the invaders of our property. 
And if they can fo manage their navigation 
as to carry on the trade of our enemy's colo- 
nies, and fo supply them with the neceffari 
of life and warfare, at an extraordinary price, 
they will give themnfelves no thought about the 
atfairs of Germany, except it be to promote ihe 
intereit of Frarice and her Allies; nor any con- 
cern for Britain, except it be to raife the cla- 
mour of the publick againft the lawful capture 
of their thips, concerned in trade with our open 
encmy.
